European Correspondence. 


EXTBACT FROM A LETTER FROM 


ROME. . 


' 
•' 
MABCH 31st, 1857. 


"I wish you could only drop suddenly in 


upon us, to-night, and sec in what a quiet, 
common-place,way we are settled. AVe are 
dwelling just as St. Paul did here before us 
—"in our own hired house"—if the term 
house, can be applied to two rooms, on the 
first floor, of a: great four-story caravansary. 
The two, are a very big bed-room, and a 
very small parlor. So small, that when we, 
and our" side-board, and our dining-table, 
and our big chair, and our three small ones 
are all in it, it is very hard work for our fat, 
smiling, good-natured, landlady to get in at 
all. 
She does get in, however, and not onlj 


does everything in the world for our com- 
fort, but persists in talking Italian to us, by 
the half-hour together, although she knows 
•we don't understand a word of it. I sit in 
blank stupidity and listen—but * * * an- 
swers her in French, or German, of which 
our landlady is as ignorant as we of Italian 
—and so they get on beautifully together. 
In the morning, she has our tea, and rolls, 
all ready for us, as soon as 'We rise, with 
butter, all wrapped in green leaves, and 
milk in a bottle like ari oil. flask. Our din- 
ner comes from a cook-shop, in an enormous 
tin-box, on a Irian's head—and by taking 
th'S at five o'clock, and saving up nice bits 
of it for lunch the next day at-noon, we get 
on famously, and have learned more eco- 
nomical'house-keeping than we should have 
done in a year at home. 


But before I say anything more of Rome, 
I must tell you something'of .how we got 
here. If you have seen my last letter, you 
will know all about our travels, from Hei- 
delberg to Naples—and .something of the 
wonders we 'saw, in bur. eleven days sojourn 
there. I.made a bargain with a vetturino, 
to bring u's from Naples here, and pay all 
our hotel bills, by the way, during the four 
days, Which it' takes in this country to get 
over one hundred' and eighty miles or there- 
abouts of capital roiid. 


It was consequently about ten o'clock, on 


the morning of Monday, March the 
16th, 


tl?at a. pair of individuals might have been 
seen emerging from Naples; in a lumbering, 
co-nfortable, travelling carriage, full big 
cj-ough for six. 
Three such horses as drew 


the carriage are not often to be seen—at 
least in lands'where fodder is cheap. 
Our 


driver was a merciful nan, merciful to his 
beast of course. In fact the quality of his 
mercy was a little strained, in regard to the 
pace he'allbwed thcm.to take. It is true, he 
whipped 'them c'dn'stahtly," from Naples, to 
Rome, (out of one kingdom into another, 
as the giant did his children,) but then it 
•was perfectly evident, that this was entirely 
a matter of course—a mere conventionality, 
agreed upon between them1, to save appear 
ances, and not intended;'to refer directly or 
indirectly, to the. question of speed. On the 
whole, though otir driver was a good fellow 
—had the rare virtue of taciturnity, a great 
relief in Italy, and kept his word about pro- 
riding well for us; as faithfully as the abom- 
inable and nefarious inns along the 
rfad 


allowed. 


OiuS course was to start early every morn- 


ing, oh a cup of coft'ee, or tea, eggs, and a 
roll—drive three or four hours, then stop 
for a breakfast of ho'u meats and oranges— 
drive three or four horses in the afternoon 
again—and get to our dining and sleeping 
station about five P. M. 


The first of these stations was at S. 


Agata, a lonely inn, among the hills, with 
cavernous rooms, and long dark passages, 
very suggestive of midnight murders, ban- 
ditti, and all the etcetera, of Italian ro- 
mances. 
* * * was firmly impressed with 


the idea that all this was coming to pass.—- 
But except that I was very nearly arrested 
as a bandit myself by the gendarmerie, as 
I was strolling lip and down the road, somu 
distance from the inn, in the evening, we 
had no trouble. 


If honest Dogberry and I had not each a 


tew words of French, to explain ourselves 
with, I should certainly have slept worse 
than at the inn. 


The next day we had a delightful drive, 


coming down to the coast again, by Mola 
de Gaeta, and stopping for lunch, on the 
site of Cicero's villa. I never shall forget 
how beautiful the bay of Gaeta looked, as 
we walked down to the shore, through thick 
groves of orange, and lemon trees, loaded 
with fruit, and sat there in the bright sun- 
shine, close by the still 'remaining ruins of 
his baths. 


It wad at this villa he was murdered : and 


we saw what passes for his tomb. 
I have- 


been brushing up my classics famously hero 
in Italy, though more by recollection than 
by reading. . . 
' 


But I let you. off from, any display of my 


[earning—at least till I get home. That 
night we were in Terrceina, in the State of 
the Church. 


The next day we came over the long, 


and dreary Pontine marshes, more than 
twenty miles'of straight line and dead level. 
I stopped for 
lunch at Forum Appii 


where St. Paul, as you remember "took 
courage." 


He must have taken all there was in the 


)laco, for there certainly is none time at 
iresent. The 
village 
consists ;of three 


louses one of which is vacant. There is 
lot even public spirit enough in (be place, 
to support a beggar. But you must travel 
while in Italy, Ifct'occ you can appreciate the 
force ol lhat last rcmarK. That night we 
spent at Velleri—which perched on a spur 
of the Albanian mountams,lboks very pretty 
and picturesque, 
from a distance, 
but 


within is a dismal bole, whore the only 
amusement we had, was in chuckl'ng over 
the troubleof some English travellers, full 
as accustomed to good quarters as we, and 
jtwice as fussy, 


j 
But the next day made us forget it all. 


We were off in good season, readied A!- 
•band early, had time to go up and vi-it th 
[•famous Alban Lake, and sec tlio mount m ' 


licliiiftl it, where Juno «at to watch the 
lighting of the Eneid. Souie other wonders 
oi the neighborhcK>dL,i.|MWjjppt jtomb«,rtc 
made the time pass -)jHe«iantljK-t» >a 
nothing ol lunch, which' in ijpite of all' clai 
«cs and poetry, hail full as much:to do' wit 
our great contentment, as anything kill tw. 
o'clock. 
Kifen lli« .hones, seemed to. g»i 


new spirit, and we'went rattling down tli 
Albanian hills, with the broad campagna be 
fore us, and far across it, against a back 
ground of hills, almost 'like a small hill it 
self, the Dome of St. Peters. Before fiv 
o'clock we were giving -up our passports 
and quarreling with custom house officers 
at the gate of Rome. The same being o 
Thursday Maroh 19th. 


Since we have been here, .we have been 


"doing the sights" not reiiy. systematical!; 
indeed, or in the business Hk^way, iu whicl 
Americans go at it generally, bnt slowly 
as the humour takes us, the ancient o 
the modern, Heathen or Christian, dead 01 
living. 


We have seen St. Peters and the Col 


scum—the Pojie 
and 
Pasquin—Queer 


Christine of Spain, and the Cloaca Maxima 
-and very many other things, altogether, too 
tedious .to mention. 
It is fortunate tliat 
'. 


did not come to Italy,.with any very .exalt 
ed anticipations, for I should.haye been wo- 
hilly disappointed. 
The .great relics o; 


.the past, are few, scattered,, and unsatisfac- 
tory. And the present ofltaly is that o! 
a nullifying corpse. 
: 


Its architecture is .for .the .most part a 


collection of monstrosities—only some few 
of its pictures, repay the visit. The famous 
.antique statues, are so easily .copied, or re- 
produced in plaster, that -to our nnartistic 
eye, they were old acquaintances, long1 be- 
fore we.reaehed Italy, and .of-some of them 
we had got fairly tired; by their eternal rep- 
etition in every..gallery we visited. There 
is a famous old Torso of Hercules, wiih 
twomutilated legs, 
sticking straight out 


horizontally from his battered carcass, which 
stares your in the face, (or would, if he.had 
.any.head and eyes to stare.with) on a prom- 
inent pedestal everj'where till you wish he 
had remained un-dug. up, or had at'., least 
.brought his-head, arms and feet .with him at 
his resurrection. Almost the only famous 
.statue here, which is much better than any 
.copies I have seen is the Apollo Belvidere 
ard.that.is glorious. 


Pictures are. not so easily .copied, in all 


jtheir perfections, and some.of -them as I 
.have said:repay, the effort to see the origi- 
nals, even where, as.is not.unfrenuently the 
.case,- there, are., two or three-"genuine, origi- 
nal Jacobs," utterly .undistinguishable to 
the unpractised eye. 


As for the climate of Italy, it.is unfair to 


judge of the whole year by .this season. 
We have had. a few delicious.days, as fine, 
as we have had.at home, and a. great many 
unpleasant ones. To .day .for .instance,, it 
is raining.in torrents. 
, 
• 
' . .. 1 


.Systematic, and .orderly, -travellers make 


a point I believe of going through most of 
the three hundred and odd. churches b, ere, 
.but after the few first,. they become very 
tiresome. You see everywhere the same 
.outrageous fronts, tbe same. kaliedoscopic 
interior, all.red, blue, green and gold. The 
.same pictures of. a young woman,, and a 
naked baby, which are not .and cannot be 
imagined to be,, by any .well. constituted 
-mind, the Virgin and Saviour. , 


The .same ochre colored .St. Frahcift pray- 


ing in dark corners, and salmon colored St. 
Sebastians tied to a tree and stuck with .ar- 
rows, till his breast looks like the .points o 
the compas» or an old fashioned map.. Feiv 
of the Church pictures are chef.d'euvres o 
of first rate artists. 


I love best to get away from all the 


adornments of modern Rome,. and strol 
over the almost deserted hills of the anciem 
city. There is little left thereindeed, but a 
Jew fragmentary arches of .ancient acque- 
.ducts and hugh piles of brickthat once were 
.palaces and baths and dilapidated tombs.— 
But the very silence, and loneliness of thi 
places, adds to their charms, .-and one can 
conjure up the forms of the ancient inhabi- 
tants, without having .his enthusiasm, and 
poetry all "knocked out of-him" by their 
descendants. The Forum .and Coliseum, 
unfortunately, lie a little too .much within 
the present circle of population, for this, 
and the modern :name of.the former is "Cow 
Market" 


One cannot go there, or in fact, to any 


of the famous places, on 
a pleasant day, 


without meeting a dozen parties of English 
and Americans, "doing the place," in order, 
and walking about with Murray in one 
hand, and opera glass in the other, counting 
the pillars of the Temples, to make sure that 
they are the legitimate number mentioned 
by Murray, and obstinately refusing to look 
at anything not recommended .by their 
oracle. I have found great advantage, in 
sticking to French and 
Crerman guide- 


books, which with my very irregular meth- 
od of going the rounds.have saved me from 
a great many bores. 
One gentleman .with 


whom we -visited the palaces^at Genoa, can 
tell you exactly how many marblo steps, he 
went up in-each, but I will venture to say 
cannot name from recollection a picture he 
saw there. Between this extreme & the other 
—the men-who have, every thing they Have 
seen by heart, and .who study .and commit to 
memory every battered old lump of marble, 
they come across, and 
can tell you who 


painted every one of the hundred thousand 
Madonnas in Italy, there are all shades.— 
But to choose the just medium—to know 
what to see, and what to remember, is so 
difficult, that I do not wonder that so few 
succeed iu it. 
J So wonder "however, that 


coming from a land, where all is life and 
energy wiicre human action'is developed, as 
it never has been before in this world,—so 
few think it worth their while, to look at, or 
think of the various forms in which life ex- 
ists herein these widely different circum- 
stances. Americans, seem to spend their 
time in studying what money can and will 
bring them at home, and entirely neglect 
the opportunity of studying those varieties 
oi social and political lite, .which can only 
Le seen in these foreign lands, and which 
Lever can be transplanted to .uiir soil, but 
yet arc full of-lessons for us. 
1 have not yet answered any of the quest- 
ions in your letter. But will take them in 
:i string. Of St. Bernard dogs, I saw any 
quantity in Switzerland last summer, all 
well authenticated, and .ot so many various 
fonns^fecs and colors, that I have no doubt 
there must have 
been one genuine one 


among them. The only difficulty being to 
decide whiclL 


As fur convra-saf.ion.,.our .general conver- 


sation here Is a great mixture. French, be- 
ing the staple, English and German the 
patches, for Italian, when I am driven to 
that, 1 take the first Latin -word I can think 
of mid put O or 1 at the end of it. 


1 did not £i't converted, nor perverted by

European Correspondence. 


General William Walker. 


Our readers will probably remember a 


proposition made some four or five years 
ago, by England and1 France to the United 
States, that the three nations should enter 
into an alliance, for the purpose of guaran- 
teeing to Spain a perpetual sovereignty over 


.' the Island of Cuba. Our government, wise, 


ly as we think, respectfully declined an 
overture ma'de in apparent fail-ness, but pro- 
ceeding evidently from a spirit of most con- 
summate policy. 
Since that, we have had 


another and a very recent proof of the anx- 
iety of these two powers, in some way and 
hy some means or other, to entangle us in a 
•web of European, politics and diplomacy. 
' We allude to the contemplated hostilities 
against China; but thanks to the caution 
and intelligence of our rulers', this latter 
proposition met with no better success, than 
the former.';: The policy which dictated 
these advance's for ah alliance was'too pal" 
pable to escape the understanding of the 
most obtuse in intellect.

North ive have enlarged our boundaries even 
at the expense of England, 'whose policy'is 
always, to acquire, but never to cede domin- 
ion.- 
On-the East,'-our domain -is- limited 


only by the continents", of tne old world, on 
the: vV>8t we knowno''boundary butthe 
ocean, while towards the South, had .we not 
been divided among ourselves;'--by that 
fruitful source of dissension, the Slavery 
question, .we shonld probably,-by this time 


1 have absorbed the -whole of Mexico, and all 


the petty States of Central America. 
We 


should have done all this, in the i same mau- 


- uer that England has enlarged her domin- 


ion over a comparatively small island, to an 
empire, on some portion of which the sun 
always shines, and on all parts of it never 
•sets. But we have not always had smooth 
seas, pleasant weather, and favoring winds. 
Now and then we have encountered1 storms 
and found the winds and currents setting 
strong against us. Among the various un- 
toward events, which have retarded our 
progress and checked our growth, we con- 
sider the career of the Nicaragua freebooter, 


- - whose name stands at the, head of this arti- 


cle as one of the most pron.inent and con- 
spicuous. 
We call him a freebooter, ibe' 


cause we like to call things by their right 
names, and surely the course and conduct 
of this notorious personage from the tune 
when, some 8 or 10 years ago, he left his 
doctor's office, and his1 business of killing 
people scamdum art em in 'Western Ten- 
nessee, for a larger field of practice and a 
more extensive, as well as a more illegal 
mode of disposing of the lives' of his fellow 
men, deserves no better appellation. 


Follow him up through his lawless, reck- 


less and head strong course in Texas, in 
California, in Central America, and we shall 
find him, at all times and in all places in the 
hot pursuit of his own selfish views and per- 
sonal aggrandizement. 
A perfect outlaw,he 


regards or recognises no law but the law of 
brute force. 
With him might and right 


are convertible terms, nor does he ever 
doubt the existence of the latter, while he 
possesses a sufficiency of the former. Sac- 
rificing life, plundering the weak and de- 
:fenceless, enslaving the free and spreading 
desolation where all before was peace, con- 
tentment and prosperity, this has been the 


. business of his life ever since he had obtain- 
ed the maturity of manhood. 
He reminds 


-us more of those rude old Danes and Sax- 
ons, who lived a thousand years ago in the 
dark and barbarous ages of Europe, than of 
the cultivated and enlightened chieftains of 
the 19th century. 
He may be regarded; 


indeed as a rare specimen and a very strik- 
ing example of Young America run mad. 


That he possesses courage, ambition, en- 


terprise we think there can be little doubt 
but all of these valuable traits of character, 
and qualities of the mind seem to have taken 
An entirely wrong direction.

ment, he appears to be almost destitute of

which naturally exalte them above their! 
fellow men, we have yet to learn, and tliaj, 
he is totally deprived of that sine qua wn 


of a truly great pan, firm and decided mor- 
al urjnciale, we ire most, thoroughly con 
vinced."?Hii great and sole object scens to 
b« reputation, no Matter how obtained.1 To 
mike a'jipisc iu the world, to see.,hi8 niunii 
in the newspapers and hear it talked about 
by the people is the apex of his ambition.— 
Insteadof dispensing pills and jmtions, he 
would rather dispense the favors and powcr 


of a General or a President. 
He seems to 


belong to that unhappy class of mankind, 
who think that nature has designed them to 
make a great figure and a loud noise in the 
world.

On Tuesday next, the 26th inst. the Leg 


islature of this State will assemble at the 
State House in this city, to organize thi 
State Government for the ensuing politica 
year. 
In our remarks on this subject, we 


shall confine ourselves to a few general ob 
servations upon this event, considered as a 
holiday among all classes of the Sovereign 
people, leaving the report of official pro' 
ceedings to be noticed at then: appropriatt 
seasons. 


The prospect for a large gathering of our 


fellow citizens from:other parts of the State 
particularly Providence, is bright and prom- 
ising, as is also the prospect for a week p' 
pleasant weather. 
Among the days set 


apart and devoted to festivity and recreation 
in this State, election day ranks second only 
to commencement day in Providence, but 
although each of these gala days is always 
looked forward to, by all ages and both 
sexes, as seisons of pleasure and amuse- 
ment, yet it is evident that neither ot them 
have, of late years, excited in all parts o 
the State so general and absorbing an in' 
tercst as formerly. 
This may in part be 


merely a conceit of our own, arising more 
from the fact of our becoming older and los- 
ing the interest which Election day always 
had to tickle the fancies of our boyhood.— 
Still we believe the interest of the people 
generally to be present, and partake in per- 
son of the festivities of the occasion has in 
some measure declined; and were it not 
for the greatly improved facilities of travel- 
ing, we hardly think that,neither of the days 
we have above alluded to, would present 
many attractions except to the children, and 
those whose business required them to be 
present. 


In the early history of our State, -while 


yet a mere colony, dependant upon England 
and deriving all civil and political privileges 
through a charter from the crown, the free- 
man who wished to have a voice in the elec- 
tion of Governor, was obliged to come in 
per/ran to Newport, or send his vote by an 
obliging neighbor. His vote by awordpe-1 


culiar to this State, was called his jirox, de- 
rived as we understand it, from the latin 
word proximus, signifying next, on account 
of its usually being sent by the nearest or 
next, neighbor. But times arc changed and 
we are changed with them. 
We hear but 


little now of .that almost obsolete word pi-ox. 
We do our voting at home by ballot, and go 
to election only to get an office, or have a 
rolic. 
One custom however seems to re- 


main as fixed and unchanged by time as the 
lawiofthcMedes and Persians. 
As far 


Dackasour memory runs, nay, as far as the 
memory of that time honored pcrsomige.the 
oldest inhabitant can go back into the 


JMiU'xif time past, the custom of having egg 
'pop and boiled eggs with colored shells, has 
been fixed and unchangeable; and we feel 
u confident on Tuesday next of thi' compa- 
ny of these old and familiar acquaintances M 
.we do of seeing the Governor. Indeed it may 
bo a question whether we could have a ralid 
and constitutional election without them.— 
They have become part and parcel ot the 
ancient laws and usages of the State, and 
»rc held so sacred, that no one among our' 
honored legislators, has boon found bold 
enough to risk his reputation, in proposing 
their repeal. They are in fact our common 
law, inherited from our ancestors, and in the 
language of certain English judges, nolumta 
tmttare illns. 
We will not change them.

Correspondence of the News. 


New YORK, MAY 21,1857. 


Mr. Editor;—We have been, for the tat 


two days, victimized by a cold, tedious rain> 
accompanied by a chilly north wind, which 
has made our multitudinous "peoples" more 
uncomfortable, I think, than they had been 


at any time since last winter. The trees 
had many of them put on their fresh bright 
dresses for the season; the grass in the pub- 
lic yards had really began to look handsome; 
and gay flowers in profusion were blooming 
in the gardens of the suburbs, and in hun- 
dreds of gay bouquets about the market 
places; but this cold rain-storm has seemed 


'*> set us back to the most dismal uncom- 
ortable week in November—the month 
when some men's cheerfulness and hope 
seem utterly to fail them, and they think 
gloomily of life, the poor house, and suicide. 


The troubles in our municipal affairs,— 


[rowing prirtly out of the war of the charters 
md the resent legislative action in regard to 
his city, and largely out of the unprincipled 
ncompetent and reckless character of our 
eading officials,—are no wise diminished 
)ut rather increase in complexity, confusion 
md sad entanglement, until sober citizens 


>egin to dream of French Revolutions, vigi- 
ance committees, and utter anarchy. 
I am 


lot yet a believer in the probability of any 


if fliesc things, as likely to happen here and 


LOW, just before the advent of the great 
omet; but it certainly is not easy, in the 
iresent posture of affairs here, to tell "what 
a day may bring forth." 


As to that terrible comet, by the way, the 


Cambridge astronomers have been taking a 
cries of careful observations of the celestia 
monster; and they allege^that the supposec 
langer, which has been all along set down 
or next month (June) is already past— the 
omet aforesaid having made its nearest 
lossible approach to our poor trembling 
planet on the 8th inst., when it actually 
came within Twenty millions of miles or 
thereabouts! It js now some millions o: 
miles farther off, and is constantly speeding 
outward at a rate which makes the flight o: 
a swift locomotive appear like the slow pace 
of an ox-team in comparison. 


The fearless and masterly exposure of the 


iniquity of Slavery and of the Dred Scott 
decision, which has been made by the Rev 
Dr. Cheever of tnis city, in a series of Sun- 
day evening discourses in his church atUnion 
Square, has at last aroused the temper ot 
the pro-slavery part of his congregation 
and they sent him a letter a few days since 
signed by some 16 pew-holders, requesting 
him to resign his pastoral charge. The 
Doctor referred the subject to a special meet 
ing of the members of his church,requesting 
the particular attendance of every individual 
the meeting was held on Monday evening— 
the letter was laid before it, with some re- 
marks by Dr. C., and a strong Vote endors- 
ing and approving of the course of the pas- 
tor was the result—a resolution to that 
effect being passed by more than two ti 
one, (some reports say it was unanimous 
but this is improbable,)—Dr. Cheever gave, 
by the way, on Sunday evening, a powerful 
and eloquent lecture on the duty of the 
church and clergy of this country relative 
to the protection and education of the col- 
ored race. 


The papers have all chronicled the al. 


leged flight of Brigham Young, the great 
apostle of mot-monism, from his capital Salt 
lake City; but late intelligence from that 
quarter shows the rumor to have been un- 
founded, Brigham was still on hand, exem- 
plifying and adorning the doctrine of pop- 
ular sovereignty. 


The price of beef and veal is again going 


up, and there is no telling what is to be the 
limit of the butchers' demands. 
We are 


now paying fully twice as much for most 
I-inds of eatables, as was the current rate 
here at a period quite freshly within my 
own recollection—the single article of Flour 
excepted. Butter, Cheese, Lard, Sugar, 
etc. being fully double the old prices ; most 
kinds of meat, whether salt or fresh, also 
potatoes, miserable poor quality, range from 
$1,50 upwards ; and all vegetables are 
cruelly high. Apples, (choice kinds) have 
actually sold within a few days,—not in 


Ismail quantities either, at ten and even 
twelve dollars per barrel!

AVASiiixcTON, May 21. 


The fact which was seat dome days since 


that tho British treaty for the return of the 
Hay Islands to Honduras had been rejected 
by tho Congress of that Republic, is con- 
firmed by letters from Central America. 


It was the statement that the British 


Cabinet had not been advised of the ratifica- 
tion of this Treaty by Honduras that formed 
the groundwork of Lord 1'almerston's pre- 
text for rejecting the Dallas-Clarendon 
treaty. 


The news of its rejection comes most inop- 


portunely to lord Napier's hopes of a re- 
opening of negotiations on the Central Amer- 
ican question. 


The cause of its rejection was that, while 


the treaty pretended to return the Lay Is- 
lands to the sovereignty of Honduras, re- 
coupled the act with so many restrictions it 
to make it not only inoperative, but, in as 
ality insulting to that republic.
